Museum Pieces: The following informa- 
tion has come to us from Ruth Gist Pick- 
ens whom SPINNING WHEEL readers 
will remember from “Quilts and Quilt- 
ing”, “American Cut Glass”, “Stitches in 
Silk and Calico” and other enjoyable 
contributions over the past 10 years. 

Sometime next spring in Colonial Wil- 
liamsburg, a set of six recently-acquired 
Chippendale chairs will again become an 
integral part of the furnishings of a com- 
pletely Colonial interior when they go 
on display, most probably in the Wythe 
House. These chairs, made in Baltimore 
about 1760, were owned by General Mor- 
decai Gist, and have been in the Gist 
family until this date. 

For background interest, the original 
owner of the chairs, General Mordecai 
Gist served in the American Revolution 
under General Smallwood with his Mary- 
land Line troops. (Maryland is now des- 
ignated as the Old Line State—and the 
men so ably commanded by General Gist 
were the first troops of today’s 175th In- 
fantry of Baltimore, part of the 29th 
Division.) Among the first trained troops 
to serve under Washington, their gallant 
delaying tactics in those befuddled early 
days of the Revolution were at least thrice 
credited by Washington himself as hav- 
ing saved the entire Continental Army 
from capture. At Long Island, White 
Plains, Camden, Yorktown—from begin- 
ning to the end—the General and his 
Maryland Line served their country well. 

Piease Excuse Us: Mrs. Ann Wolfe of 
Boonville, Missouri, has caught us in a 
typographical error—and a mighty impor- 
tant one, too, to all Haviland and Limoges 
collectors. On pages 14-15 of the February 
1953 Spinning Wheel, appears Marks on 
the Porcelains of Limoges, France. The 
error, so ably caught, is that the text for 
#4 and the illustration for #4 do not 
correspond, All that is needed to make 
this record accurate is to strike the “o” 
from the “H & CO” in the first word in 
the text of #4, so that the paragraph will 
read: “4. H&C is NOT a Haviland mark.

The first of the Old Time Inns or Taverns of York 
was opened by Adam Miller in 1741. It was followed 
by many others by such names as The Globe Inn and 
Stage Office — The Swan Tavern — The Sign of the 
Black Horse — The Sign of the Lamb — Black Bear 
Inn — The Golden Plough. The States Union was 
built in 1820. Before the time of the railroads, the 
farmers from a distance took their grain and produce 


to Philadelphia and Baltimore in covered wagons. On 
their return trips they brought goods and merchandise 
which were later conveyed westward to waiting mer- 
chants. Each wagoner had his own bed or “bunk” 
with him on these travels. In winter, he would spread 
his bunk on the floor of the tavern where he stopped 
because the inn was frequently filled up with lodgers.

Old Derby China... and its 


31 Different Marks 


HEN, in 1777, the famed Dr. 

Johnson, visited the Derby China 
Works he remarked that its produc- 
tion fetched a price equal to that 
pertaining to similar articles of silver. 
The Derby works closed in 1848 be- 
cause of the prolonged incapacitation 
of its owner, Robert Bloor. But the 
decadence of the works is placed 
primarily on its final phase of selling 
the product at mass auctions, The 
Derby China Manufacture was found- 
ed by William Duesbury, of Longton, 
about 1757, on a site known as Cock- 
pit Hill. The figural work is presumed 
to have been the work of Andrew 
Planche. Duesbury was an expert 
enameler. The first production of Der- 
by appears to have been figurines, 
ornaments and scent bottles, but, by 
1760 the production expanded to in-

move was to refinish an accumulation 
of “seconds” that had not been 
thought worthy of selling, finished 
and fired them, and sold them at auc- 
tion all over England. Within eleven 
years by such methods, Bloor paid off 
his entire indebtedness and owned the 
entire works free and clear. Mr. Bloor 
began suffering certain derangements 
of the mind and by 1844 was certified 
insane. Thomas Clarke, his son-in- 
law, continued the business to 1848 
and then, in 1849 sold it to Samuel 
Boyle who transferred all molds, 
wheels, patterns, et cetera to the 
potteries, which term meant to Staf- 
fordshire. In 1876, John Haslem pub- 
lished his history of Derby pottery and 
in it he included a price list of the 
groups and single figures, in biscuit, 
guilded, and enameled. There are 390 
items in his list. 

In the same year, 1876, R. W. Binns 
of the Royal Worcester Works re-

lectors for, in exposing the scope of 
decorative patterns of Old Derby, it 
reveals also something of the quantity 
production of this old works. This is 
neither the time for, nor could we give 
space to, detailed pattern descriptions. 
But this can serve, and hearteningly, 
as an indication; a collectors’ weather- 
vane pointing to the fact that to seek 
out Old Derby is not to start on a 
hopeless pursuit. The reproductions of 
the 31 different marks, and the data 
indicating the color of each, coupled 
with the pie form circle of eight din- 
nerware patterns (see this month’s 
cover) and the cups and mugs are not 
just pictures of pieces in somebody’s 
collection; they are authentic and 
documented patterns right 
from the Old Derby Design ip 
Books.

Queensware or creamware, was not 
invented by Wedgwood, but the radical 
changes he made in its body and glaze 
perfected the ware and made it so prac- 
tical and popular that by 1759 earthern- 
ware was appearing, for the first time, on 
the daily tables of ordinary homes. When 
Queen Charlotte ordered a complete 
dinner set, Wedgwood changed the name 
to Queensware in her honor. Many pot- 
teries made Queensware, including Leeds, 
Castleford, Cambria at Swansea, ete. Some 
copied Wedgwood designs, others intro- 
duced variations, but Wedgwood was the 
only maker who regularly marked his 
pieces.

The Watch Key table so called 


by its present owners from the form of 
its under support, is one of those early 
pieces, difficult to assign to a definite 
category. The trestle table was a first 
necessity in the earliest 17th century 
houses. But as living became easier with 
the passing of time, country cabinet 
makers again exercised their calling and 
tables began to appear in more elaborate 
forms, reminiscent of the English tables 
at home, yet American in feeling 
products of the individual cabinetmaker’s 
memory with inventive additions. The 
table shown is early, probably 18th cen- 
tury, of oak in dark brown color. 30” 
top, 28” high when opened. ($135.) From 
Olde Parsonage Antique Shop.

Sugar chests were strictly plantation 
pieces, said to be made only below the 
Mason-Dixon line, of walnut, cherry or 
other native hardwoods, for the specific 
purpose of keeping sugar, then a luxury, 
under lock and key, along with other 
imported and costly items such as coffee, 
tea and spices. They may be dated from 
1750 to 1840, though any earlier than 
1800 are unusual. The early Virginia 
piece shown is circa 1810, in cherry, with 
a fruitwood strip inlay on the flat 
drawer.

Royal Vienna urns circa 1830, 23” 
high in slate, white and gold, A. Pepe 
artist. The Vienna factory began as a 
private enterprise in 1718 but did not 
flourish until it came under the patronage 
of young Empress Marie Therese in 1744. 
Early pieces followed the Meissen style 
closely, and there was some exchange of 
artists and workmen between the two 
factories. When a new kaolin deposit 
was found in Hungary in 1749, the bee- 
hive mark was adopted, the beehive 
being the bindenschild arms of Austria. 
($465.) From John H. Kent, New York. 





Hooked rug patterms were first 
known to be commercially produced by 
Edward Sands Frost, who in 1866 was 
peddling his designs, full scale on bur- 
lap, ready for hooking, in and around 
Biddeford, Maine. In 1870, he stencilled 
his designs in full color. Some most at- 
tractive rug patterns for today’s hookers 
are available through Mrs. Royal F. 
Manson, Hudson, Mass. who can also 
supply all basic hooking needs. The pat- 
terns, designed by Mrs. Manson’s son, 
Keith O. Manson, are available in sizes 
from 20x32” to 9x12 feet. The Wild 
Rose Link pattern shown is 50x2814”. 
($3.75.) 





Brown & Hallet piano manufacto- 
ry began in Boston in 1835. Brown, a 
graduate of the Chickering factory. al- 
ready established as an outstanding piano 


manufacturer, introduced improvements 
in his own plant and several patents were 
issued to him. In 1840, the Brown & 


Hallet 6-octave piano won highest honors 
at the Franklin Institute Fair in Phila- 
delphia. Three years later, Brown retired 
from the firm, which later became Hallet 
& Davis. The piano shown is of the 1835- 
1843 date, bearing the Brown & Hallet 
name, of Honduras mahogany and rose- 
wood, 6’ 3” long, 30%” wide, with a #10 
sounding board. ($250.

Doll Costuming in the earliest Eu- 
ropean doll days may have been even 
more important than the doll itself. Then 
dolls served as portrayers of fashion and 
as gifts between royal families. In 1391, 
the King of France sent dolls to the 
Queen of England to show the new styles 
his wife Isabella of Bavaria had intro- 
duced in his French court. In 1479 Anne 
of Brittany presented Queen Isabella of 
Spain with a large doll richly dressed. 
Such style-portraying dolls went on dis- 
play in royal palaces. Costuming of period 
dolls is still important. The pictured 
creation in white satin, tulle and lace, in 
the style of 100 years ago, is gorgeously 
appropriate for the Parian doll it adorns.

Vietorian sefas were almost always 
a part of a parlor or drawing room 


set, which included beside the pair 
of sofas, a gentleman’s chair, lady’s chair, 
6 side chairs, marbletop table, and se- 
lected smaller pieces. Some sets were 
elaborately hand carved with finger 
molded frame and flower and fruit motifs. 
The pierced carving on pieces made by 
Belter in this period, for elegant N. Y.

The American Story in Spoons 


A Recently Published Book with Some 500 Pages 
and More than 200 Halftone Illustrations 


By ALBERT STUTZENBERGER 
Copyright 1953 by Albert Stutzenberger 


The excerpt given below is not en- 
tirely typical of the book, in that it 
deals with a type of spoon rather than 
with an individual example. But it is 
indicative of the author’s treatment and 
a portion SPINNING WHEEL feels will 
be enjoyed by general collectors as well 
as those whose chief interest is in 
souvenir spoons. 


“One of the strangest spoon-designs 
on record is the monkey spoon, which 
originated in Holland but found its 
way to the banks of the Hudson dur- 
ing the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries. The affluent Dutch patrons 
of early New York bestowed these 
spoons generously upon friends and 
relatives at funerals, betrothals, wed- 
dings and christenings. Mary P. Ferris 
the first person to delve into the 
history of this curious spoon, offers 
this explanation of its purpose and 
modus operandi: “Among the Dutch 
drinking is called ‘zuiging de monkey’ 
(sucking the monkey), and a drunk- 
ard is known as a ‘sucker of the 
monkey’ . When a worthy burgher 
was ready for his morning meal, he 
went to the old sideboard and took his 
morning tonic of Santa Cruz rum, 
following it with a pinch of salt. This 
morning dram was to serve only as an 
appetizer, and must be a small one, 
hence the use of the monkey lepel 
(monkey spoon) or liquor spoon with 
its shallow bowl. And as the flowing 
bowl played a prominent part in the 
weddings and funerals of our worthy 
Dutch ancestors, it will be readily 
seen that a monkey spoon was a most 
significant token of esteem, and hence 
an appropriate gift.”

If Albert Stutzen- 
berger had been con- 
tent to limit “The 
American Story in 
Spoons” to a mere 
pictorial review with 
the simplest of de- 
scriptions and listing 
of makers of the 500 
or more spoons dis- 
cussed, this book 
would still be a de- 
light to spoon col- 
lectors who have been clamoring for 
more information about their collections. 
But he has gone a step further in telling 
the story behind each spoon, detailing in- 
formally the people, places and events 
that inspired the original design, and re- 
legating each souvenir spoon to its proper 
niche in the American scene. The author, 
who for the past 27 years has been con- 
nected in teaching capacity with Kentucky 
Military School, has plans for extending 
his research to include at least an addi- 
tional 1000 spoons in future works, 








Genevieve Wimsatt in a recent and 
very illuminating article in The 
American Home on this particular 
spoon, displays an assortment of the 
varied types that she has collected. 
Most of them are of the curvicaudate 
variety, which makes it possible for 
them to be suspended from the rim of 
a punch bowl.

without the caudate appendage. The 
knop in many insiances exhibits, not 
a monkey but a faun, crouching boy, 
skeleton, hippogryph, squirrel, lion, 
bird or fowl. Most of them also have 
a boss directly beneath the knop, ex- 
hibiting a cherub, heart, rosette, or 
a mourner standing by a cinerary urn. 

There are no revealing clues, such 
as hallmarks, initials, or date-letters, 
to indicate the provenance of these 
spoons. We can, however, ascertain a 
general chronological period for their 
dissemination by the following ac- 
count of the funeral of Philip Livings- 
ton, a descendant of Anneke Janse, in 
1749: “As usual, there was the spiced 
wine, and each of the eight pallbear- 
ers was given a pair of gloves, a mon- 
key spoon and mourning ring.” 

An elaborate mode of decoration is 
evident in nearly all the bowls which 
are either round or oval in shape. A 
betrothal spoon pictures two lovers 
plighting their vows by moonlight; a 
gift to an old friend displays a wind- 
mill, lighthouse, and homes near a 
landing pier, perhaps nostalgic re- 
minders of childhood scenes; a friend- 
ship token to a young girl depicts a 
dairymaid ready to milk a cow, with 
tulip foliations in the foreground; a 
funeral favor represents St. Michael, 
assessor of souls, carrying a sword 
and scales. 

Mrs. Ferris describes the most 
typical scene designed for tokens at a 
funeral: “The monkey spoon has a 
circular, very shallow bowl on which 
was represented a man on horseback, 
going from house to house to deliver 
invitations (to the funeral), with the 
church just behind him. This was 
hammered out in the bowl of the 
spoon, the silver of which was very 
thin. The handle of the spoon was of 
heavier weight, and on the end of the 
spoon was a monkey, half crouching, 
half charging, drinking from a goblet 
in solids.” Surprisingly indeed, this 
very representative specimen turned 
up here in Kentucky when, after a 
discussion on spoons, an old lady went 
home and searched in the attic past 
midnight and into the wee hours of 
the morning to disinter this very 
spoon from among her long-discarded 
belongings. It had passed through 
many hands on its migration from 
Holland via old New York, till it came 
into her possession—a curious sub- 
stantiation of the fact that a spoon 
can have as many reincarna- 
tions as the proverbial nine- p 
lived cat.”

Many Collectors have been Confused, and Understandably 


So, Over the Accurate Nomenclature for Some Collectibles. 


To Clarify One Group Which has Long Suffered Misnomers, 


Here is the Actual Difference Between .. . 


Painted Tinware, Pontypool, 


and Painted Toleware 


OME months ago a commentator on 
things antique in a Metropolitan 
paper referred to common painted 
tinware as toleware. “The peddler’s 
gift to collectors” was his phrase. This 
writer had confused the term “tole- 
ware” with “tinware,” an error in 
nomenclature all too prevalent, but 
which in essence is comparable to con- 
fusing Dresden with Nippon, or Chip- 
pendale with Hitchcock. Like many 
other and more grievous errors in 
print this one, perhaps, was only a 
reflection of the error in the minds of 
most collectors in respect of the 
meaning of painted tin, and toleware. 
Tole is a French word meaning 
sheet iron or, plate of steel. An item of 
tole is nothing more or less than an 
item made from sheet iron or sheet 
steel. If the item is tin plated, it is to 
be characterized as tinned tole, or tin- 
plated tole. If the item is painted and 
decorated, it is painted tole. Since it is 
painted tole that is almost invariably 
meant when the term toleware is used, 
it would be well, first to study the 


_ genesis of this ware. 


Painted tole is the result of an 
effort to make a decorative, non- 
breakable ware imitative of enameled 
ware (enamel on copper or some other 
metal, as Cloisonne, or Limoges) and 
comparable to fine ceramics. Some of 
the finest examples were made during 
the age of its beginnings, the period 
of Louis XV. The objects made ranged 
in size from the minute to the gigan- 
tic; from snuff box to bath tub! 


Lamps, bowls, lavabos, candlesticks, 
boxes, trays, table tops, painted by 
the most accomplished fine artists of 
that day were made of sheet iron for 
the Royal, the Noble and the wealthy. 
The high place popularity of painted 
tole continued through the century 
1750-1850. And so we find examples 
reflecting the styles of Louis XV, 
Louis XVI, the Directoire, The Em- 
pire, Charles X and Louis Phillipe. 
The painted tole of the last period was 
of course of Louis XV revival style; 
the style we call Victorian. It should 
be remembered for all time that 
painted tole was a luxury item, The 
sheet iron itself was cheap. Its fabri- 
cation into objects was the work of 
master smiths. Its painting, after the 
coating with many layers of ground, 
carefully rubbed and baked, was by 
artists like Louis David and Virgie Le 
Brun, It was sold in the Rue de la Paix 
... but never vended by peddlers. Of 
that we may be certain. 

Pontypool ware is the English 
equivalent of painted tole, Pontypool 
is a town in Wales where iron was 
wrought into sheets and finally rolled. 
Here, also, sheet iron was first plated 
with tin by application of the molten 
silvery metal. But Pontypool ware 
could be either plain sheet iron, or 
tinned sheet iron in its first phase of 
being. What made it a ware rich and 
rare was its painting by accomplished 
artists of the stature of Angelica 
Kauffman, and Francesco Bartollozzi. 
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Pontypool ware attained high vogue 
in England during the great classic 
revival staged by the Brothers Adam. 
It, too, was luxury ware of high price. 
Again, we may be sure, it was never 
peddled by itinerant vendors. Was it 
sold in the American Colonies? Was 
Painted Tole known and enjoyed 
here? Indeed yes. But in the homes of 
Royal governors and the mansions of 
the rich and well-to-do. No lane and 
by-way peddler ever had it for sale. 


Painted tinware was the cheap imi- 
tation of painted tole and Pontypool. 
There is no cause for wonder about 
this. The imitation of luxuries, as 
cheap products, was a phenomenon in 
every field. Even the highly prized 
silver lustre ware of this day—as an 
antique—was once nothing more than 
the cheapest of imitation silver. In 
the case of painted tinware, (meaning 
painted tinplated sheet iron objects, 
or even untinned sheet iron) the imi- 
tation got cheaper and cheaper; the 
painting less and less imitative of 
painted tole and Pontypool. Finally it 
became a matter of quick striping and 
slap-dash. Yellow ochre took the place 
of gilding; the palette shrunk to black, 
green, yellow, red and blue. 


As the cost of production dropped 
to pennies per object, this painted tin 
became a peddler’s stock in trade, 
along with unpainted, tinned sheet 
iron ware and utensils. Since the 
peddlers wares when painted cost a 
bit more than plain tinned wares, re- 
sourceful people bought the plain and 
painted it themselves. Some of this 
ware is quite well painted. And now, 
to pile error upon error, some people 
call this home painted tinned sheet 
ironware folk art! 


For those who desire to be fairly 
precise in their use of terms, these 
simple definitions should be helpful: 


Painted tole, or toleware: To be ap- 
,plied only to French, fine painted 
sheet iron wares made as luxury 
items. 


Pontypool ware, or Pontypool: To 
be applied only to English, fine 
painted sheet iron wares made as lux- 
ury items. 


Painted tinware: To be applied only 
to cheap or good painted, tinned or 
plain sheet iron wares made for popu- 
lar sale, or home painted. 


There is an almost lovable char- 
acteristic of human nature revealed 
in the desire of all of us, somehow, to 
enhance the value of our own posses- 
sions, to ourselves. When we are also 
collectors, it is understandable that 
we like to think of painted tin as 
“tole” or “Pontypool.” These terms 
lend an aura of glamor even to ugly 
ducklings. But really, it is more fun 
to know, isn’t it, even though secretly 
we intend to go right on using the 
wrong words and phrases, like dower 
chest for dowry chest, chalk- 
ware for plaster of paris and 
Pontypool for painted tin?

Who Should Know What? 


Should the Secrets of the Sources of Antiques, the 
Records of Prices and other Facts and Truths be Told 
to All Collectors or be Made Available only to us 
who Care to Study and do Research? 


An Editorial 


yp story of Zeke, the seeker for 
antiques and objects of virtue, was 
a feature in Life Magazine; it was 
reprinted in the latest issue of Read- 
ers Digest. Perhaps several million 
people read it. Thus, for the first time, 
a vast number of non-collectors were 
made aware, temporarily at least, of 
how one man obtains antiques for 
resale. American Book Prices Current 
tells what books have been sold at 
auction and for how much, providing 
the price is over $5.00, The priced 
catalogs of any auction sale of im- 
portance can be obtained for a modest 
fee, and thus we can know what each 
object in the sale brought on the day 
it was sold. This also is a record of 
what the audience at that sale was 
willing to pay for the object on that 
particular day! 

There are scores, yes, even hun- 
dreds, of American books filled with 
valuable black and white and colored 
illustrations of people, places, scenes, 
and events. These are the sources 
from which dealers, for the past fifty 
years or more, have been drawing 
prints for resale. 

If, for example, a dealer buys a 
copy of the Dewey catalog of colored 
fruits, trees and flowers, and pays $75 
for a copy containing 100 prints, 
should it be kept a secret that his 
prints, offered for sale at $2.50 to 
$10.00, are from this $75 purchase? 
Should collectors at large ever be told 
that quaint, curious, delightful, and 
professional wood engravings, some of 
the latter made from the work of 
accomplished artists, appear in vari- 
ous illustrated weekly newspapers 
published between 1850 and 1870? 
Should it be told that early period- 
icals were sometimes illustrated with 
perfectly delightful woodcut illustra- 
tions, lithographs and engravings? 

Spinning Wheel was disheartened to 
learn that some dealers of importance 
are opposed to our techniques of frank 
revelation of the sources of American 
antiques in the category of pictures 
and prints. We have, as various read- 
ers will remember, published lists of 
prints from books of flowers, from 
drawing books, from travel books and 
from other sources, believing that we 
were rendering a service to both col- 
lectors and dealers and, at the same 
time, contributing toward the saving 
of such volumes if and when found. 
There are several dealers who dis- 
agree most heartily with this phil- 
osophy of ours, admitting that it is a 
wholly selfish viewpoint, but at the 
same time stating they did not feel 


that the public at large should be 
made aware of the sources from 
which innumerable prints and pic- 
tures derive. 

One dealer even pointed out that in 
the rare book business it was prac- 
tically impossible to make substantial 
profits because everybody in the book 
business knew what a rare book was 
worth! 

When we asked an executive of one 
of America’s famous museums his 
opinion in respect of this, his state- 
ment was that he believed the facts 
should be made available to all people. 
When told that certain dealers felt 
that such revelation would have a 
tendency to flatten the market and 
standardize prices, he simply laughed. 
He made the point that intelligent and 
resourceful people, whether dealers or 
collectors, will research and seek out 
facts, while those who are concerned 
only with the acquisition of a few 
pieces or a few pictures will not 
bother to do research and not bother 
to investigate beyond finding a pos- 
sible source of supply for a specific 
item they desire. 

Our editorial consultants held a 
meeting to discuss this very situation 
at our request. They would seem to be 
in agreement with the museum offi- 
cial, but an extension of their con- 
sensus is in order. It is as follows: “In 
stating that we feel all available facts 
should be made public for all collec- 
tors and all dealers, in respect of the 
sources of early American prints, pic- 
tures, etc., we want to point out that 
making the facts available cannot 
injure in any way, any dealer in such 
merchandise. First of all, over one- 
half of the business done by any spe- 
cific dealer in early American prints 
is to occasional customers who would 
far rather purchase a print knowing 
full well that the price represented 
research, tabulation, collation, mat- 
ting, and perhaps even hand coloring, 
than go through all these motions 
himself in order to acquire one, two, 
three, or half a dozen prints. One 
bookseller of our acquaintance re- 
ceived a call from the office of the 
President of a chemical company, 
asking for a copy of an out-of-print 
scientific book which was to be sent 
to the President’s office one hundred 
miles away by special messenger, by 
rail, train or plane, as soon as found. 
“Please call back as soon as you find it 
and we'll tell you how to send it.”” He 
found the book within an hour. He 
paid $5.00 for it. He made the phone 
call. A messenger from the factory

flew to New York to pick up the 
book. He was told to send a bill. He 
billed the book as follows: 
fd ee $5.00 
Knowing where to get it. ..25.00 
Total $30.00 
He had his money in less than twenty- 
four hours, paid gratefully because 
the book was needed. Every collector 
should realize he is not only paying 
for an antique of any kind when he 
buys it, he is also paying a legitimate 
profit that represents the dealer’s 
knowing where to find it, or how to 
find it, and what to do about it. The 
entire situation would seem to resolve 
itself into a one simple statement. 
Some people prefer to do their own 
research and so purchase their an- 
tiques at what others think are bar- 
gain prices because they are not 
counting the value of the time in re- 
search that preceded acquisition of 
the object. Other people prefer to get 
what they want, when they want it, 
and are quite willing to pay the price 
because that price eliminates the 
necessity for all research, all further 
hunting and all mental activity. 
One collector of Indian relics has 
remarked, “My time is worth $100 a 
day. Therefore, if I go out into the 
fields for two weeks collecting Indian 
relics firsthand, whatever I find has 
cost me at least $1400 plus expenses. 
For $1400 I can purchase far more In- 
dian relics than I could find in two 
weeks unless by some chance I would 
run into an Indian graveyard, a 
kitchen midden or some other cache.” 
So, Spinning Wheel takes the stand 
that it should continue to tell what it 
can about the sources of all sorts and 
kinds of American antiques. We are 
reminded of the deputy sheriff of a 
Pennsylvania County who, at a 
cracker barrel session at a country 
store, made the unequivocal state- 
ment that all kinds of advertising was 
a racket and that it raised the price 


“of everything. One man in the crowd 


apparently agreed with the sheriff in 
silence. He waited until the discussion 
had drifted into other channels. Then, 
he made the remark that he knew of 
a farmer that had discovered the 
secret of making swiss cheese and 
that he was making a delicious cheese 
that he was selling at 25¢ a pound. 
The deputy sheriff pricked up his ears. 
He said, ‘““Where’s that? I could use 
about ten pounds of that stuff.” The 
man said, “I’m not telling for nothing 
but I’ll sell you the information for 50 
cents.”’ The deputy looked at him and 
said, “You guarantee?” “I do,” replied 
the guy, so the sheriff coughed up the 
50 cents and after he had paid it, the 
guy looked at him with a grin aid 
said, “I think you'll agree now that 
advertising isn’t a racket. You just 
paid 50 cents quite willingly to find 
out where you could get good swiss 
cheese at 25 cents a pound.” That’s 
the whole secret of advertising. That’s 
the whole secret in antiques 
collecting and dealing, too, isn’t i 
it?

HE collecting of Early—and late 

—American firearms is now a pur- 
suit having the accolade of opulence. 
When an early Colt pistol, made at 
Paterson, N. J., sells for $3,500, or 
even $5,000 it is evidence that firearms 
stand with Philadelphia Georgian 
Furniture, with Rittenhouse Clocks, 
Amelung engraved pokals, William & 
Mary Highboys et cetera. 

Yes, there are as many degrees of 
rarity and value in firearms as in the 
field of antique furniture. There are 
comparable idiosyncracies, of which 
the “Patterson Colt” is comparable to 
the value of a Currier & Ives “Flying 
Cloud” in relation to other, older, and 
even rarer prints. All of which is 
highly sufficient material for straight 
thinking on the part of all of us who 
collect antiques other than firearms.

Pleasure, Call Them “Old” if You 


Wish, But Please, They are... 


Not Quite Antiques 


N spite of the spate of books about 
antiques, the nation-wide move- 
ment of collecting would seem to have 
out-distanced the required educa- 
tional program by which just anyone 
can know the difference between the 
genuine antique, and its much later 
counterpart, Yes, there are some very 
specialized tomes for the delection of 
the already well educated and opulent 
collectors. These people know what’s 
what. But we speak for the general 
collector, the beginning collector .. . 
the people who, in this day and age 
must exercise considerably more cau- 
tion in their buying because there are 
pitfalls extant that weren’t around 
when today’s experts were tyros. We 
need not only to consider what is good, 
and a sound investment. We should 
also know what to avoid. When, in the 
Winter Season 1952-1953, we fell heir 
to a lot of early Decorating and Fur- 
niture Magazines, dating from 1890 to 
1896, we began to notice furniture of 
the very sort the unwary, finding to- 
day as second hand, would imagine to 
be genuine antiques. Make no mis- 
take, please. We are not talking about 
fakes. The furniture in question was 
honestly made, as new goods, some 
sixty years ago, to follow the then top 
drawer vogue of collecting antiques! 
One designer of 1893 said “because the 
public soon wearies of calm refine- 
ment and good taste, the lamp of 
beauty must be stimulated by these 
sidelights of quaintness.” This was 
said in the year of the great Chicago 
“World’s Columbian Exposition” 
when public taste was at so low an 
ebb there was nothing for it to do but 
rise. 
This era moved into reproduction 
from the antique, with variations. The 
variations were largely of Victorian

and Eastlake genre. Better taste was 
expressed and, for any town or city 
settled after 1888, this furniture in- 
deed may be considered an antique of 
the locality. But not an antique in fact 
and most certainly not to be pur- 
chased as antique—at antique prices. 
By all means, let it be bought by who 
will, but as second hand. 

So, to return to the main idea. 
Wouldn’t it be a most helpful thing if 
someone compiled a book of pictures 
of near antiques so that collectors 
could know and not wonder, specu- 
late, and be undecided? One suspects 
such a book would be more of a writ- 
ing and research task than a book 
about really old furniture. It couldn’t

be written and compiled in a hurry. 
The story would begin over a century 
ago with the commentary of Mrs. 
Parker* and T. Webster: “It may be 
proper to state in what way our shops 
are filled with ancient furniture to 
satisfy the present demand. There are 
many who imagine they are obtaining 
genuine examples much comes 
from the continent and a great deal is 
taken to pieces . the ornamental 
parts preserved and made _ into 
articles. ...” In Handbook of Antique 
Chairs, (pp. 28) one can read about 
Cummerford of New York making 
replicas of Brewster, Carver and 
Winslow chairs, from old wood! So, 
we hope the book, monograph, or 
pamphlet suggested by this little ex- 
cursion will someday appear. Mean- 
time here are some pictures we have 
found. Incidentally we have found 
some of the furniture, too, and pur- 
chased one piece of it thinking it was 
real. Now you know why we 


just had to write this!—Doro-

Is There an American 


Webb Cameo Glass? 


What is generally forthcoming 
when a collector states he has an 
authentic piece, is a piece of satin 
glass of the type originally called 
“Mother-of-Pearl.” This glass, it is 
asserted, was invented by Joseph 
Webb of the Webb glass family of 
Stourbridge, England, who lived at 
Beaver, Pennsylvania, in the 1880's. 
Brothers and McKearin both state this 
ware was opaque glass, impressed in 
the parison (the first gathering, par- 
tially blown to bubble form) with an 
ordered series of cubiform indenta- 
tions, then given two glashings or 
casings of clear glass, the final one 
treated with hydrofluoric acid or 
vapor which gave it a satiny effect. 
There are concavities and convexities 
other than the cubiform. McKearin 
states the glass was made extensively 
by the Phoenix Glass Works, of 39
